Since 
each application is considered 
on fits merits, the prisoner 
loses nothing by these fre 
quent applications. 

The Ministry does not con- 
sider a request if an appeal 
on the case is pending. 

No law guides the procedure 
for granting pardons.

. In the fourth year of its ac- 
tivity ‘ending last March), 
Alliance tire and tube produc- 
tion increased 13 per cent, to 
a total of 2,800 tons, represent- 
ing 126 different types and 
sizes. These include some 
“tubeless,” agricultural’ tires, 
and special truck tires intend- 
ed to compete with the metal- 
lie ones made in Europe. Ny- 
lon fabric and synthetic rub- 
ber has also been introduced 
and many repeat orders from 
customers abroad prove that 
satisfactory quality is main- 
tained. The number of em- 
ployees, however, remained 
almost unchanged (at 280), 
while the tonnage produced 
by each direct worker rose an 
additional 4 per cent to 241 
tons a year (it was but 19 
tons in 1953.) 

Output standards fixed ac- 
cording to American leveis 
are carefully supervised by 
the management which has 
high praise for the attitude 
and efficiency of loca] work- 
ers.
